The Dominion does 
not hand out money to the provinces in that 
free and easy manner. If it did, the paths of 
provincia] politicians would be ways of pleasant- 
ness, but the federal ministers would have to 
bear the collective troubles of nine provincial 
cabinets along with their own. 

Mr. Bennett told Mr. Aberhart to go and see 
what he could do at the banks, the presumption 
being that should he fail there his case would 
be considered as one requiring Dominion inter- 
vention to avert a complete deadlock in the 
finances of the province. No fault is to be found 
with that. It is in strict keeping with estab- 
lished practice, and with the self-dependent 
position the provinces are supposed to main- 
tain. 

The scheme of Confederation does not make 

Dominion a banker-in-ordinary to the 
The conception therein is that the 
provincial governments shall finance them- 
selves by the usual methods of borrowing 
money. Only in the last five years, when these 
methods failed, has it been necessary to lend 
the federal credit to support provincial bor- 
rowings. 

That the Dominion authority should wish to 
avoid this as far as possible, and encourage the 
provincial governments to look after their own 
financing, can be understood. Should it be 
found that the Government of Alberta cannot 
do so in the future, it is to be supposed 
Ottawa will come to the rescue, as it has been 
doing in like circumstances during the years of 
monetary drought. 

Meantime the Alberta Government is being 
accommodated with a line of credit up to

The Passing Show

The assassination of Huey Long by a politi- 
enemy, draws attention to the calm re- 
straint with which we in Canada regard our 
public men. : 
Nearest parallel to the Long shooting was the 


shooting of Hon. George Brown in the early 
days of Confederation. 
Though at f

this distance of 
time it runs the risk of being 
called a political assassination, 
the assailant was a discharged 
employee of the printing- 
room staff of the Toronto 
Globe, of which Brown was 
publisher. Through it has no 
lesson for the dead dictator, 
medical opinion now leans to 
the belief that Brown would 
have recovered from the 


J. S Cowper 
bullet wound had he obeyed his physicians’ 
orders and kept quiet till full recovery was 


effected. Instead, he called a directors’ meet- 
ing in his bedroom at which he became excited 
over the turbulent politics of that day. He never 
recovered from the collapse which followed the 
meeting. The assailant was charged with mur- 
der and hanged, though on the medical evidence 
it is questionable whether a murder verdict 
could be obtained were such a happening to 
occur today. 


Had Huey Long lived, the attempt on his 
life would probably have enhanced his popu- 
larity, as the attempted assassination of Presi- 
dent Franklin Roosevelt enhanced his popular- 
ity at the commencement of his term of office. 

Perhaps it is better for the position of the 
Kingfish in history that he should die. Now he 
will live in the memory of his followers as a 
great legendary hero, cut off ere he had a 
chance to give everyone a home, a radio, a car 
and $5000 a year. 

Had he lived he had a fair chance to sweep 
the polls throughout United States by his plat- 
form of definite and seductive promises, as our 
own Aberhart party did here with a much less 
definite and seductive program of promises. 

hen he would have been up against the harder 
task of fulfilling his promises. 

Any man who could give every adult a 
home, a car, a radio and $5000 a year would 
be sure of a place with the gods on Olympus. 
t would have made our own promised basic 
dividend of $75 a month look meagre by com- 
parison ° 

But had he failed to make good his promises! 
Ah; there’s the rub! In the public anger that 
had followed disillusionment, poor Huey the 
Kingfish would probably have shared the fate 
of Robespierre in the French Revolution. Better 
to die in the full tide of his ‘promises, and be 
known as the man who could have ushered in 
the Millenium, than live to earn scorn and con- 
tumely. 

Is it treason to suggest that had Lloyd 
George died soon after the passage of the Ver- 
sailles Treaty he would have attained the high- 
est place in British history. We would all now 
be saying, “Ah, if only Lloyd George had lived! 
He'd have made the League of Nations work. 
He'd have put Mussolini and Hitler in their 
places. He'd have made United States realize 
its responsibility in world politics. He'd have 
averted the depression.” 

Much more when a public man makes 
specific promises for the future than when he is 


ting on the reputation of the past, is it dan- 
gerous for him to live too long. 
No nation surpasses United States in lavish- 


ing publicity upon its heroes. Ten years before 
Lindbergh flew the Atlantic, two British air- 
men, Alcock and Browne, made the flight in an 
old crate without the engine power and modern 
equipment that Lindbergh had at his use. Yet 
until Bob Ripley in his “Believe it or not” fea- 
ture made good his assertion that Lindbergh 
was the 43rd man fly the Atlantic, most 
hundred per cent Americans, affected in their 
judgments by high-powered publicity, would 
have bet their good money that Lindbergh was 
the first

There are 623 G-Men in United States, earn- 
ing from $2900 to $9000 a year. Yet since the 
year 1806 when the force was formed, only eight 
G-Men have lost their lives in the course of 
duty. The last three were killed by the man- 
jaca! “Baby-Face Nelson,” giving rise to the 
film campaign on behalf of the G-Men. At a 
guess one would say that the hazard rate for 
G-Men is less than that of the mechanical 
trades, and very much less than ordinary police 
work. 

Lest there be a rush from Alberta for jobs 
with the U.S. Department of Justice, be ap- 
prised that applicants must be between 25 and 
35 years of age, of scrupulous good character, 
qualified either as law school graduates, certi- 
fied public accountants cr experienced police 
officers The training includes courses in 
ballistics, finger printing and psychology, in 
addition to physica] culture. 

Every month the officer must qualify in a 
course that includes rifle and revolver work, 
tear-gas gun, shot gun and sub-machine gun 
work. Chasing kidnappers and murderers is 
only a small part of the work. Eighty per cent 
of the work consists of unearthing frauds in 
bankruptcies and violations of admiralty, copy- 
right, federa] eight-hour laws, and such like 
infractions of federa] statutes 


Among the occupations represented on the 
present staff of G-Men are 63 farmers, 17 avia- 
tors, 17 newspapermen, seven professional ball 
players, one surveyor, 37 bankers and two radio 
announcers 

I would like to see a great number of radio 
crooners added to the strength of the force be- 
fore it embarks on any more dangerous work 


‘Increased Health Brings 


Increased Vital Power

In yesterday's article, I discussed vital power 
which is also called vitality and energy, and in 
today’s article I wish to explain to you that it 
is this vital force within us which furnishes the 
“vital spark” which drives us forward so that 
we approach the objects we desire. The satis- 
faction of these desires will 
bring us some type of pleas- 
ure, else we would not be 
impelled toward them. The 
force or energy which pushes 
us and moves us, is entirely 
different from what we gain 
in a material way through 
using it. The writer uses his 
energy to string together cer- 
tain words; the mechanic uses 
his vital power to repair a 
car; and we all of us use this

energy in different ways, but it is the same 
energy, although manifested in a little different 


way. You might compare the energy you use 
to electricity which is used in so many distinct 
ways. The same electrical force may be used 
in the eiectric light. globe, to heat an iron, to 
bake a waifle, to run a radio. The uses are 
various, but the power is the same. 

We are likelier to get the greatest possible 
good from our energy if we concentrate upon 
one main outlet for it, ata time. When we have 
our eyes set upon one goal, all of our actions 
will be shaped accordingly. When we want 
five or ten different things, we undoubtedly 
waste a great deal of energy, expending it first 
in one direction and then in another. The 
people who use their vital energy to accomplish 
much, have learned to use their forces with the 
least possible waste; those who use their vital 
energy without accomplishing very much, scat- 
ter their forces. If you will but choose one 
thing that you desire, and will desire it whole- 
heartedly, being determined to bend every 
ounce of vitality toward gaining that object, the 
results secured will amaze you. You keep all 
of your force in one channel and when directed 
in this way, it becomes very powerful. 

Unquestionably, vital.force may be frittered 
away through listening to annoying or distract- 
ing noises, through over-eating, through ner- 
vous tension, eye-strain, and other ways. The 
one who squanders his vital force thoughtlessly 
will not have sufficient Jeft to use in the func- 
tioning of the vital organs of the body. As an 
illustration, if too much effort is required in the 
act of seeing, because of eyestrain, the extra 
energy used by the eyes may deprive the 
stomach of the nerve force needed for digestion, 
and the result is digestive distress, which is 
corrected when the eyes are relieved of strain. 
Waste of vital power is also productive of auto- 
intoxication, as the eliminative processes re- 
quire energy if norma! wastes are to be expell- 
ed, and if sufficient energy is lacking, some form 
of poisoning is inevitable. The same is true of 
the destfuctive emotions such as worry, fear, 
anxiety, etc. The one giving way to these emo- 
tions squanders energy which might be better 
used. Wien these destructive emotions are re- 
placed with those which are helpful, the patient 
then has at his immediate disposal a vast wealth 
of energy hitherto wasted and as this energy 
becomes available to the organs, they must 
necessarily work better, with increased health 
as the result. 

In health, the body is a perfect tool for the 
manifestation of the vital power which flows 
through it. However when the body js diseased, 
there develops 2 certain amount of interference 
with, or obstruction to, this flow. The cure lies 
in purifying the body and removing the ob- 
struction As the body becomes cleaner, a 
greater degree of uninterrupted energy flows 
through it, which is manifested as increased 
mental and physical Vigor. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: Mrs. Grant M. inquires: “For 
what reason is the blood sedimentation test 
given?” 


ANSWER: The blood sedimentation test is 
based on the fact that during acute inflamma- 
tions the rate of bluod sedimentation is in- 
creased. The sedimentation is more rapid in 
active tuberculosis, acute arthritis, pneumonia, 
wounds, etc. A sedimentation rate of 30 minutes 
means an active inflammation. If the blood 
sedimentation takes more than two hours, this 
rules out the possibility of an active inflamma- 
tion being present. This test is often of great 
value in the diagnosis of tuberculosis of the 
lungs

Current Comment 


AS NEW YORK SEES IT 

Little more than a week ago 
Americans read with a shock of 
surprise that the followers of an 
evangelist, one William Aberhart, 
had swept the elections in Al- 
| berta on a platform of “Social 
Credit,” and that the new gov- 
ernment promises’ “credit divi- 
dends” of at least $25 a month to 
all adult citizens of that Cana- 
dian province. They read further 
| that though the Social Credit 
league people will occupy three- 
fourths of the seats in the new 
legislature, not one of them has 
had previous legislative experi- 
ence. Finally, they learned that 
Mr. Aberhart nevér argued, and 
forbade his followers to debate 
Social Credit with opponents; 
that these followers signed pledges 
to take Social Credit on faith, 
| and on that exalted basis swept 
the provincial elections. 

This magic doctrine that carried 
all before it was first brought to 
birth in England, immediately 
| after the armistice, by an engi- 
| neer, Major C. H. Douglas. The 
| 


major had noticed, or thought he 

noticed, several curious things 

about the workings of our eco- 
| nomic system, The chief of them 
was this—that industry does not 
distribute enough purchasing 
power to consumers to enable 
them to buy the goods it makes. 
In order to sell goods, industry 
has to get back its costs of pro- 
duction. But of what do these 
costs of production consist? They 
consist, on the one hand, of pay- 


ments made to individuals, in- 
|! cluding wages, salaries and 
| dividends; and, on the other 


hand, of payments made to other 
organizations, for raw materials, 
bank charges and other external 
costs. The major calls the pay- 
ments made to individuals “A” 
payments, and those made to 
other organizations “B" payments 


Now, alas. obviously the “A” 
payments ‘still according to the 
major) make up the total pur- 


chasing power distributed to in- 
dividuals, and obviously they are 
not enough to buy the goods, In 
order to buy them the individuals 
must also have the equivalent of 
the "B" payments.

The obvious solution (the 
major's) is for the government to 
give them the “B” money itself. 
This is apparently what Mr. 
Aberhart expects to do with his 
$25 credit a month to every adult, 
and smaller allowances for chil- 
Gren. “Major Douglas, who has 
the more subtle and _ recondite 
intellect, has usually preferred to 
go about the matter more in- 
directly. His plan has been to 
have the government order a 
reduction of all prices by a given 
percentage-—say 25 per cent 
(but “scientifically” calculated, of 
course) —so that consumers could 
buy more with their money and 
then have the government com- 
pensate the producers 

In essence the plan will be seen 
to be merely one more of the in- 
finite number of inflation 
schemes, resting ultimately, like 
all such schemes, on the notion 
that somehow the government 
can create wealth or purchasing 
power through the printing press 
Its peculiar psychological appeal 
appears to rest on the fact that 
instead of proposing an indefinite 


amount of such printing press 
wealth, which makes even the 
dullest mind suspicious, it pro 


poses a definite amount “scien- 
tifically” determined by impres- 
sive-looking A plus B formulas. 
The division of production cost: 
into “A” and “B” payments is 
purely arbitrary. It does not indi- 
cate a “deficiency” of purchasing 
power. For the total product of 
industry does not consist solely of 
finished retail goods to be bought 
by ultimate consumers but aiso 
of capital goods, machines, fac- 
tories. raw materials, freight 
transportation. and so on, which 
are bougnt from “organizations.” 
Ultimate consumers, therefore, do 
not need all the purchasing power 


there is, It would, indeed, be 
fatal to the economic system if 
they had it. If we look at the 


problem from another side again 
we see that the “B" payments 
must eventually become “A” 
payments; for what the manu- 
facturer pays the raw material 
maker must be paid out by the 
latter in turn to his workers and 
stockholders, and so on down the 
line.—New York Times.

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The Paths Of Destiny

Nations travel the path of destiny just as regularly and un- 
methodically as the city dweller walks the sidewalks of his home 
town. When a building is being erectetd or remodelled the city 
dweller will make a detour round the street obstruction without 
complaint until the building operation is completed; but let any- 
©ne try to block a street permanently and the city dweller wil! 
agitate and make trouble ; 


Should several of the main streets of a city be blocked at the 
Same time, the business of the city will be injured; tradésmen 
will find their volume of business decreased; and the state of 
mind of the dwellers in that city will become one of angry pro- 
test. Should a neighboring city profit at the expense of the 
blocked up city great ill-will must arise between the two cities. 


The same rules apply to nations, but the effects are much 
more destructive, because cities cannot go to war but nations 
certainly can and certainly will whenever they realize that their 
main trade routes are blocked. The effect of a trade isolation 
Policy is always to force a national government to choose between 
Tevolution at home or war abroad. 


For the first time of which the world has record the United 
States is trying to offset the evils of a national trade isolation 
policy by spending billions of dollars in internal works and under- 
takings. The United States has a chance to succeed because it is 
& union of states, each having the resources of a nation, «nd all 
bound to exchange trade with each otier without restriction. 
The remedy will not fit the rest of the world because the nations 
have not either the climate conditions and varied productive 
Capacities of the United States with its areas ranging from tropical 
to northern temperate. Even in the United States the issue is stil! 
in doubt; it may be necessary to re-open the international trade 
routes as a final remedy. The other nations of the world have 
no element of chance in their necessities; they must have access 
to world trade, or have revolution or war. 


Japan expands into northern Asia along its path of destiny: 
Italy into north Africa; Spain into north Africa; France into 
Africa; Britain in the British Commonwealth of Nations: Russia 
into various parts of Europe and Asia; Holland into the East 
Indies; Belgium into Africa. Block any one of them and you 
have war. 


Germany must soon be given access to international trade, or 
colonial expansion areas, or go to war. It is a path of destiny. 


Inasmuch as international trade is profitable to everybody in 
the long run, one would reasonably anticipate an internationa! 
trade agreement providing fair trade facilities for every nation 
There never has been any world-wide outlook in national adjust- 
ments. National antagonisms and racial jealousies are ever: work- 
ing factors. Over any term of years peace is only a hope and war 
always a threat. Humanity as a whole travels along but never 
controls its path of destiny. Any careless or reckless national 


driver may overturn the peace of the world, no matter how much 
care other nations exercise.
